other persons,—viz., Joseph Wood, Henry Key- 
mer, Williem Gilbert, Robert Stewart ( 

. and Even Jone, charged that the de- 
jendants in contemplation of the bankruptey of 
Thomas Rees, had conspired together to defeat 
the ‘operation of the bankrupt law, by fraudu- 
lently withholding part of the bankrupt’s stock 
and effects under colour of a pretended sale to 
the defendant, Howell Rees, and by removing 
from the premises of that persen to the premi- 
ses of several of the other defendants, por- 
tions of the stock for concealment. 

From the evidence, as given on the trial, 
which took place at the sittings in Middleses 
after Hilary Term in-the lest year, # appeared 
that Thomas Rees, the bankrupt, had formerly 
carried on the business of a linen draper in Shore- 
ditch, and had at the same time a shop at 
Chelmsford; the business of which was after- 
wards transferred to Chatham, and was con- 
ducted by his brother, Howell Reor, who open- 
ed it in November, 1826. Prior to that time 
Thomas Rees was in a state of great pecumary 
embarrassment; but in December, 1826, the 
value of hia stock in trade on his promises at 
Shoreditch, according to his own statement, 
waa between 2,200/. and 2,300/. Ie had 
in November, 1825, eilected an insurance in 
the Phuwnix-office, on his stock in trade, and 
the fixtures in his house at Shoreditch, to the 
amount of 3,000/., exclusive of the household 
furniture and other eflects, which were insured 
separately for 500/. At the close of the year 
1826, he had, it seemed, determined on the 
fraud which he afterwards practised upon his 
cfeditors. On the 16th of November, 1426, he 
wrote to his brother Howell, who was at that 
time conducting his business at Chelmeford, in 
the following terma:—‘*I think, now, the svon- 
er we transmit from Chelnsford to Chatham the 
better, perhaps, and ill Biles is of that opinion 
A few days’ start at Chelineford (aay ten days 
or a fortnight,) with a thousand fresh bills, will 
do good; then bolt after marketday, and be 
ready to open at Chatham on the Monday foi 
lowing. The best thing now will be, to make 
all you possibly can—shave and cheat, ke. I 
shall send a thousand bills down on Monday, 

Do the best you can with them.”’

Two decdecitno volumes of Sketches of Na- 
cal Life, in @ series of letters from the Baan- 
oywine and Constrircrion Frigates, bave 
been recently published at New Havan. We 
have not seen. the work ; but the annézed extract, 
describing some of the marine curiosities which 
caught the apthor'’s attention at Port Manon 
convey a favorable impression. His style, 
though not freedrom inaccuracies, may be pro- 
nounced lively and graphic:—** As I sauntered 
along its shores, my attention was drawn to a 
beautiful flower at the bottom, where the water 
was near a fathom in depth. It grew on a stalk 
about three eighths of an inch in diameter, and 
about ten inches in length; was in shape like 
an inverted cone, about five inches in diameter; 
and was variegated with brilliant colors, red, 
yellow and purple. It was a beautiful thing, and 
1 wanted it; so I determined to knock it off, 
hoping some chance might bring it to the shore. 
1 threw and saw I struck it; whenthe water was 
cleared up, the stalk was there, but I could not 
discover the flower. After a vain search, 1 went 
on further, and came to another, near the shore. 
I thought | was sure of thie, and got a stick to 
draw it to me, when, as soon as I touched it— 
quash—the whole disappeared. It was all ani- 
mal—flower and all. Ihave since procured se- 
veral,and have preserved them. The stalk is 
formed by concentric coats of gristly matter, 
which istransparent when the outer one is re- 
moved; it is attached to. the rocks below. This 
forms a tube, in which is an animal, about seven 
inches long, with two rows of feet in its whole 
length; at its upper end is the head, and rising 
from the latter, the flower, I have epeken of — 
This is formed by a vast number of very elegant 
fibres, each with an exceedingly fine and varie- 
gated fringe, placed like that of a feather: they 
do not form a single cup, but several: and their 
roots arc so arranged asto produce a Spiral 
channel, reaching to the animal's mouth. They 
have a strong sensitive power, and, as soon as 
touched, are dragged by the animal into the 
stalk. After a few minutes it ascends again, and 
the flower spreads out as before: doubtless they 
are intended for taking food. A touch will 
spoil them, so delicately are they formed: I cut 
off the flower and passed a paper under it, in 
water; then by laying # on a board, and pour- 
ing water on, spread it out as | wished it; when 
dred, it looks hke a very fine painting. They 
are of the coralline species, and are called water 
pinks, by the natives. [ can take you too, to 
parts of the harbour, where the bottom is covered 
with tufts of grass; some green, some dark co- 
loured; some in plain tufts, and others with a 
star in the middle; this grass, too, is all animal, 
and if you touch it, will disappear in the ground.

We cannot but express our surprise that any 
person should think it necessary or expedient 
to make such complaints, or that further mea- 
sures concerning the sale of crackers should be 
contemplated. If the general subject were 
thoroughly considered, it is to be presumed that 
such things would not be thought of. What 
hurt is there in crackers? Surely not much more 
than making a general disturbance, alarming 
women and children, Hy setting their 
clothes on fire, and thus exposing their lives to 
destruction; and, once in a while, setting fire to 
a building. Now, as it is a principal and most 
essential characteristic of our gratitude for the 
blessing of Freedom and Independence, that we 
should make a great noise, and as crackers are 
designed on purpose to make a noise, why should 
they not be made use of on that natioaal festi- 
val? What a stupid kind of anniversary would 
it be, if the boys should all be kept at home, 
or at least not be suffered to make any extraor- 
dinary noise and uproar? Why, the 4th of July 
would not be any better than the Sth, and every 
body knows that the 5th is one of the most dull, 
and miserable days in the year. Fortunately, the 
5th this year comes on Sunday, and therefore its 
lassitude will not, at this time, be so much felt. 
Besides, with what face could the Mayor, Aldsr- 
men, and Common Council say to the boys, that 
they shall not fire crackers, when they them- 
selves engaged in, or sanction, amusements of 
no higher character? Have we not heard even 
from that august body, that the booths around 
the Park, and in front of our churches, heave a 
good moral effect? Have we not heard from 
members of the Common Council, that making 
a noise, and seeing men enjoying themselves 
in the booths—which, in plain English, is get- 
ting intoxicated, and when men are only rea- 
sonably intoxicated they are always noisy—af- 
forded them great satisfaction? If old men, and 
particularly those who belong te the city go- 
|yernment, and whore bounden duty it is to pro- 
tect the peace, and guard the morals, good 
order, and decency of the public, derive enjoy- 
ment from such elevated sources as these, why 
should the boys be deprived of the far more ra- 
tional and becoming, and we may-.add, the more 
moral and decent amusement of firing crackers? 
Besides, there are strong penal laws against not 
only firing crackers, but a thousand other things, 
which are never enforced, but are broken in 
multitudes of instances every day, before the 
eyes of those who make them, and whose so- 
lemn duty it is to see them executed. Now, 
would it not be extremely -hard, not to say, un- 
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breaking the law only once in the year, and 
that at atime when there seems to be a general 
disposition to unite with them, or to follow their 
example, if they alone should be singled out, 


they break them? Wou‘d net the boys have 
good ground of complaint at such harsh treat-
